cabinet revolt increased pressure 
on Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan today to resign because of 
the Profumo scandal. 


Health Minister Enoch Powell 


was reported pushing for a walk- 
out of cabinet members to force 


Macmillan to give way for a "new 
look" at the top that would have a 
better chance of restoring the Con- 
servatives" shattered moral im- 
age. 


Sir Edward Boyle, the educa- 


tion .minister, also was reported 
on the brink of quitting. Home 
Secretary 
Henry 
Brooke 
and 


Housing Minister Sir Keith Joseph 


; jgf/ere reported gravely disturbed at 


Macmillan's handling of the affair 
which has rocked the nation. 


Earlier reports said all four 


ministers were threatening to re- 
sign. But Joseph told the London 
Times and the Daily Mail he was 
not planning to quit, and Brooke 
told the mail he did not intend 
to resign. 


Macmillan's aides denied any 


mass revolt was shaping up. They 


^insisted that the prime minister 


had received general—though not 
unanimous—support at a cabinet 
meeting Wednesday which studied 
his handling of the affair involv- 
ing, former War Minister John 
Profumo.

Weir of Dermott has petitioned 
federal District Court at Little 
Rock for a trial to determine if 
land owned by him and sold at 
public auction to satisfy 
crop 


liens, is still his. 


Nearly 1.000 acres of Weir's 


land sold April 17, 1962,, wound up 
in the name of eight residents of 
Lake Providence, La. The land 
was sold to satisfy a judgment aft- 
er Weir refused1 to pay federal 
penalties for overplanting rice 
and wheat allotments. 


A condition of-the sale was that 


he was to vacate the land within 
one year. At the end of the year, 
the eight persons petitioned fed- 
eral court to get possession of the 
land. 


Weir maintains that he was not 


given a chance to say what land 
should be sold and that the eight 
purchasers contrived to suppress 
bidding, resulting in sale of the 
land for $61,639 when it should 
have brought $250,000. 


Attorneys for the government 


contend Weir was given a chance 
to designate acreage to be sold 
but refused.

Berry returned to his North 


Little Rock home, but promised 
to be back in Nashville later to- 
day to continue his rainmaking 
efforts. 


He contracted 
to bring two 


inches of rain;to Howard County's 
peach orchards by midnight Sat- 
urday. Rain varying in amount 
from 3-4 of an inch to l'/a inches 
fell in the county Wednesday aft- 
er Berry had been seeding Clouds 
for two days. No rain had been 
forecast. 


There were indications that the 


self-styled rainmaker 
might be 


drumming up o t h e r business. 
Farmers in Portland, Ark., were 
trying to contact him today. 


Farmers in Nashville said the 


rain saved early peach blossoms. 
But more rain is needed to assure 
full size of the fruit, they said. 


Berry promised four showers by 


Saturday midnight. 


Berry, hired to bring what grow- 


ers termed a $1 million dollar rain 
to the area to save a corp esti- 
mated at 1,750,000 bushels, drove 
triumphantly into N a s h v i l l e 
Wednesday as the first shower 
broke over the city at 3:20 p.m.

everywhere he went with his pick- 
up truck, which is loaded with a 
brick-lined barrel from which he 
sends a stream of silver iodide 
particles into the air. 


When the rain broke at 6 p.m. 


the Peach Station at the south 
edge of the peach belt had record- 
ed' .75 inch. Farmers in the north- 
ern part of the belt said they got 
as much as W» inches of rain. 


Berry contracted to bring two 


inches of rain to the area before 
Saturday midnight. 


The Weather Bureau at Little 


Rock had no official comment on 
the rain and Berry's prescence in 
the Nashville area, but one em- 
ploye monitoring a radar set at 
the station spotted the shower and

To Ask More 
for Areas 
Depressed 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy said today he will give 
Congress "another opportunity to 
support" a $450-million distressed 
areas appropriation. 


Kennedy,, in a statement, called 


it ."tragic" that the House reject- 
ed the legislation Wednesday on 
a 209-204 vote. 


"This program must not be al- 


lowed to die," he said, "and it is 
my intention to give the Congress 
another opportunity to support 
it." 


Kennedy said scores of hard-hit 


communities in seven states were 
counting on the appropriation. 


He listed the states most affect- 


ed as Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
West Virginia,, eastern Kentucky, 
upstate New York, upstate Minne- 
sota and Southern Illinois. 


"The people of these and other 


affected states need more than 
sipeeehe's to help their depressed 
communities and jobless work- 
ers," the President said. 


The bill would have authorized 


$450 million more in grants and 
loans-to encourage ci-uation and 
expansion 
of job-making indus- 


tries in areas of high unemploy- 
ment. 


Similar legislation is pending in 


the Senate, and Kennedy's legis- 
lative leaders would have a sec- 
ond try in the House if the Senate 
passed its bill.

Moisture 
Gone in State 
Delta Region 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Hot dry 


weather is rapidly depleting soil 
moisture in the delta region of Ar- 
kansas while the rest of the state 
already is under drought 'condi- 
tions, the Crop Reporting Service, 
said in its weekly report to'day. 


Moisture was still adequate in 


the delta except :for southeastern 
counties. Rain is badly needed for 
early cam, vegetable crops, pas- 
tures and for sizing of fruits. 


Scattered rains this week have 


helped in isolated areas, but west 
Arkansas still needs a general rain 
to save crops,, the service sa-id. 


Planting of soybeans was given 


top priority on many farms dur- 
ing the week. Three-fourths of the 
acreage has been seeded. Cotton 
is reported in fair to good condi- 
tion and the rice crop is making 
normal progress. 


The drought has curtailed the 


growth of hay and pastures. The 
reported condition of all hay on 
June 1 was only 58 per cent of 
normal. Dry weather is adversely 
affected the potato crop, which is 
forecast at 214,000 hundredweight, 
up 1,000 hundredweight from last 
year but down 43 per cent from 
the 1957-61 average. 


Production of spring spinach is 


estimated at 4.800 tons, 50 per 
cent more than last year but 34 
per 
cent 
below 
the 
1957-61 


average. 


The tomato crop is estimated1 at 


326,000 hundredweight, compared 
to 290,000 in 1962 and an average 
of 236,000. A fine crop of first 
clusters is being marketed but the 
drought is threatening later clust- 
ers. 


The corn crop also is in dan- 


ger. It is forecast at 40,000 hun- 
dredwcigh't, compared to 36,000 
last year. Acreage in the Van 
Buren is being irrigated. 


Dry weather reduced strawber- 


ry production in all but While 
County. The crop is estimated at 
13,420,000 pounds, 42 per cent more 
than the very short 1962 crop but 
23 per cent less than the 1957-61 
average.

Orders Castro 
Reds Jailed 
in Venezuela

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 


President Romulo Bctancourt or- 
dered the arrest of Venezuela's es- 
timated1 400,000 Communists and 
pro-Castro extremists Wednesday 
night following his escape frotr. 
another asassination attempt. 


Bctancourt said three Commu- 


nist terrorists plotted to assassin- 
ate him Wednesday with a time 
bomb 
at 
the Roman 
Catholic 


archbishop's palace in Ciudad Bo- 
livai', a irver port 275 milcssoutlv 
cast of Caracas. 


The president told a national 


radio audience that police nabbed 
two of the terrorists as they en- 
tered the palace with three sticks 
of dynamite and a timing device. 
The third plotter got away. 


"Society cannot be subject to 


continued risk to property and 
life by a group of pyromaniacs 
and terrorists," Betancourt said 
in ordering Interior Minister Car- 
los Andres Perez, to start an im- 
mediate, nationwide roundup of 
members of the already-banned 
Communist and MIR parties. The 
MIR, or Movement of the Revo- 
lutionary Left, is a pro-Castro 
revolutionary movement. 


The order was the toughest Be- 


tancourt has issued against sub- 
versives 
who 
began 
moving 


against him shortly after he took 
office in 1359. The next election 
is scheduled for November. The 
president has banned Communists 
from the election. 


He has survived three previous 


known plots against his life and 
two revolts against his govern- 
ment. It is believed there were 
several 
other; assassination 
at- 


tempts 
that 
never 
were 
an- 


nounced. 


Betancourt, noting that the gov: 


ernment cannot hold anyone with- 
out charges for more than 30 days 
vowed that every Communist will 
be jailed again as soon as re- 
leased. Such 30-day .periods of de- 
tention could go, on indefj£tyejyv 


Tlie! president, a moderate le'fl- 


ist, said he ordered the arrests 
because the legislature was tak- 
ing too much time to enact an an- 
ti-terrorist emergency measure he 
proposed last week. The bill spe- 
cifies 30-year prison terms for ter- 
rorists convicted of burning fac- 
tories, one of their prime targets 
in a campaign stepped up since 
the' Cuban' crisis last fall. 


Communist and MIR 'members 


in the Senate and Chamber of Dep- 
uties have parliamentary immun- 
ity to Betancourt's arrest order. 


The president, on a tour of the 


interior, went on the air from the 
Orinoco River village of San Fe- 
lix to disclose the plot against 
him. 
He said it was thwarted 


shortly before he arrived for the 
dedication of the palace at Ciudad 
Bolivar. 


Transplanting 
Lung Worked 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP)—Trans- 


planting of a healthy lung to a 5R- 
ycar-old man has been disclosed 
by surgeons of the University 
Medical Center here. 


The hospital team said the 


transplant was made Tuesday and 
the patient was reported doing 
well after the three-hour opera- 
tion. 


Surgeons said they replaced a 


cancerous lung with a healthy lung 
from an unrelated donor. 


Hospital spokesmen stild it is 


too early to know what degree the 
means being used to suppress the 
immune response—the body's de- 
fense against foreign "invaders" 
—will prevent rejection of the 
transplanted lung. 


The transplant was tried, sur- 


geons said, after detailed studies 
in more thnn 500 experimental 
animals over a 7-ycar period.

Many Cities,

WASHINGTON (AP)-Two pro- 


grams designed to help areas of 
unemployment have provided Ar- 
kansas counties and cities with a 
total of $9,130,000 in fe'detol loans 
and grants for more than 120 dif- 
ferent projects. 


The aid has been made under 


the AMA Redevelopment Act,, and 
the Accelerated Public Works Pro- 
gram. 


Rep. Wright Patman. D - Tex., 


recently placed in the1 Congress 
sional Record a complete list of 
projects thus far approved under 
the two programs. 


The listing showed that there 


have been 93 accelerated projects 
approved for Arkansas involving 
$6,344,000, and 31 by the area Re- 
development Administration for a 
total of $2,786,000. 


These 124 projects are located 


in 42 Arkansas counties. 


The ARA program involves prin- 


cipally financial assistance to aid 
communities in attracting new in- 
dustries. Such aids and grants- 
totaling $2,300,000 in the case of 
Arkansas— includes loans to indus- 
tries and to communities desiring 
to build facilities to attract and 
serve these industries. 


The Accelerated Public Works 


Program 
(APW) generally 
in- 


volves matching grants to com- 
munities for municipal projects. 


Patman's list showed that where 


93 APW projects, involving $6,344,- 
000, had been approved as of May 
31, another 103 applications involv- 
ing projects that would cost $12,- 
977,000 are pending. 


Congress voted $400 million for 


the program last year and recent- 
ly voted another $450 million to 
continue it.

There is no crisis yet for crops, 


orests and pastures, but if there 
is no general rain this week, con- 
ditions will be critical. 


That is the report from county 


agents,, the Weather Bureau, Crop 
Reporting Service and other agen- 
cies taking the pulse of the grow- 
ing drought. 


Northeast Arkansas is in the 


best shape 
moisture-wise,, but 


even there rainfall is needed this 
week. 


Hot, dry weather has depleted 


short soil moisture supplies in the 
south and west parts of the state 
and rainfall this week is neces- 
sary to insure crop growth with- 
out further damage. Pastures,, hay 
and corn have suffered the most 
so far, but they will can be saved 
by rain. 
: 


Indications were that showers 


today and Tuesday would help in 
isolated areas. But there were 
prospects for m o r e extensive 
showers later this 
week,, the 


Weather Bureau said. 


So far this year Arkansas has 


had 11.96 inches of rain—13.94 
inches below normal. The figures 
are an average compiled by the 
Weather Bureau in Little Rock. 


The state Forestry Commission 


said the drought index is 152. The 
normal drought index for June Js 
between four and five, according 
to the commission's scale. 


Record temperatures over the 


weekend coupled with brisk, dry 
wind made the situation worse.

Face Liberal

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Struggle among the cardinals in 
choosing a new Pope will shape 
the direction of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church for years. 


The conservatives 
and those 


who favor a more liberal policy, 
when they bogin June 19 to elect 
horn among themselves a succes- 
'-6r to Pope John XXIII, may hit 
" stalemate and have to settle 
on a compromise. 


Still, he could be a surprise, 


one way or the other. Pope John 
was. He was a compromise and 
turned out in his short reign of 
about 4Vfe years to be the most 
progressive and adaptable Pope in 
the 20th century. 


That the word liberal can be 


used to describe some of the car- 


finals who feel the Church needs 


changes to adjust to new times 
is in itself a mark of change. 


Only 72 years ago, when Pope 


Leo XIII wrote his famous encycli- 
cal, Rerum Novarum (Of New- 
Things), he denounced liberals in 
the world by name. 


It was a time when part of the 


liberal tradition was anti-clerical 
but was particularly 
associated 


with European economic thinkers, 


^specially in Britain, who urged 


free enterprise 
without govern- 


ment control or interference. 


They were the social Darwin- 


ians,, operating under the philoso- 
phy of Herber Spencer's clog-eat- 
dog society in which the rich were 
considered superior and the poor 
deserved to be poor because they 
weren't smart enough to get rich. 


But it was in that encyclical 


^Jhat Pope Leo urged consideration 
•Tor workers and suggested labor 


unions. By the time he wrote it 
in 1891. already some programs 
of social welfare for workers had 
been started, but only on a tiny 
scale. 


Pope John, in his encyclical 


this year, Pacem in Terris (Peace 
on Earth) went far beyond Pope 
Leo's thinking and urged cradle- 
to-the-grave 
welfare 
programs.

" times better. 


Now liberals are no longer as- 


sociated with the concept of un- 
limited free enterprise and the 
word liberal is not identified with 
anti-clericalism. 
Some Catholics 


consider themselves liberal, some 
conservative.

welfare, urge government controls 


$on business. Pope John, unlike 


Pope Leo,, didn't condemn liberals 
in his encyclical. He didn't men- 
tion them. 


The most recent visible sign of 


change in thinking among Church 
leaders came from Richard Car- 
dinal Gushing, Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Boston and one of 
those who will choose the new 
Pope.

the Black Muslims wnnt? Arc they 
serious about demanding a por- 
tion of the country for their own 
Negro nation? Associated Press 
writer Relman Morin, who won 
one of his two Pulitzer Prizes for 
coverage of the 1958 school inte- 
gration riots at title Rock, Ark., 
talked to Black Muslim leader 
Muhammad Elijah. Here is an in- 
sight into the thinking of the lead- 
er of the extremist cult.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)—"By na 


lure,, the black man was created 
good. By nature,; the white man 
was created evil," 


Therefore, he says, the Negro 


must separate himself completely 
from the white society in the 
United States.

Muhammad Elijah is the leader 


of the Black Muslims. To thou- 
sands of Negroes—their number is 
never stated—he is "The Messen- 
ger." 
. . , . • • • • • 


His features arc thin and ascet- 


ic. The bone-structure of his face 
is delicate. He has a gentle man- 
ner and speaks in soft, measured 
cadences. Only his large eyes re- 
flect the fire within. 


They glowed with a deeper in- 


tensity when he said: "The situa 
lion will get worse. It is due to 
the merciless treatment accorded 
our people." 


He lives simplyi, in a pretty but 


unpretentious bungalow in Phoe- 
nix. From there, he travels wide- 
ly, spreading his doctrines—the 
complete separation, not the inte- 
gration, of Negroes and whites in 
the nation. 


He docs not preach violence. 
But does he hate the white man? 


All white men? 


"The Messenger" often, answers 


by indirection, and he now says: 
"The Bible teaches us to love good 
and to hate evil. I can't love man 
'the white man) because he is 
the very essence of evil." 


One of his basic doctrines—the 


autonomous Negro nation—has not 
been fully understood, he says. 


He explains the .two. alterna- 


tives: 


"First,, let us go back where 


we came from (Africa). 


"But if we can't be sent back 


where we came from,, why not do 
this: let the government set up 
some territory, or a state, for our- 
selves. Help us to produce the ne- 
cessities that we are not able to 
produce for ourselves. Give us 20 
or 25 years (to become self-suffi- 
cient.) 


"If we don't, it's not the mas- 


ter's (the white man's) 
fault. 


Then you can come in with your 
g!uns and1 kill us all,"

Not- 
ing that there are white.^ yellow,, 
brown, red and black races on 
earth today, he says: "You can 
get red, yellow, brown and white 
from black, but you can't get 
black from any of those colors. 
Black is the No. 1 color." 


Therefore, he says, Adam and 


Eve must have been black. He 
asks, "How could they be the 
father and mother of both the 
black and white man?" 


Joining the Black Muslims, how- 


ever, is not like joining a church, 
he says. 


"This is the case of a man who 


already belongs to what you are 
inviting 
him 
into but doesn't 


know it. The teaching is to ac- 
quaint him with the fact that he 
is a member of the nation he has 
been lost from. Hq is asked if he 
would like to take his place again 
with his own kind." 


In 1942,, Muhammad Elijah went 


to jail for refusing to register for 
the draft. He was asked whether, 
today, the Black Muslims would 
fight for the United States in case 
of war. 


"I can only answer for myself," 


he said. "I can't tell what the 
other man would do. I have noth- 
ing to fight for here." 


What about the actions of the 


federal government in the field of 
civil rights, the Supreme Court de- 
cisions, and the rulings of many 
federal courts on behalf of the 
Negroes? 


"That's not because of the Ne- 


gro," he says. "The government 
hasn't fallen in love with the Ne- 
gro." 
; 


Since their direction is toward 


separation of the race, the Mus- 
lims scorn Negro organizations 
and individuals who are working 
in the opposite direction. 


The Muslims have been con- 


demned as "black bigots" and re- 
gressionists" by other Negroes. 


But it appears that they are 


rapidly gaining converts.
